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Selecting Children’s Books, 1936 


By Jessie Gay VAN CLeve, Chief, School and Children’s Library Division, 
American Library Association 


URING the year 1935 THe Bookuisr received from publishers 549 chil- 
dren’s books. From January 1, 1936 to October 1, it has received 481. The 
Publishers’ Weekly Children’s Book Number for the fall, omitting edi- 

tions and books costing less than 25¢, includes over 300 titles. These numbers are 
evidence that there is no cessation in the publication of children’s books and they 
are some indication of the constant problem of book selection which confronts 
librarians. 

Admitting that the actual reading of a book is the best way to determine whether 
or not it should be added to the collection, a certain weeding-out process is neces- 
sary, not only to save time but because books in such quantity are not ordinarily 
available for review. The library profession has built up a number of excellent 
tools that offer a well-balanced and careful selection of children’s books. To sup- 
plement these more basic lists, several states and cities publish, either as separates 
or as part of a monthly bulletin, lists compiled by staffs skilled in book selection. 

For over thirty years THe Booxuist, published by the American Library Asso- 
ciation, has included children’s books as a part of each monthly issue. This selec- 
tion of books is made in cooperation with librarians who are working with 
children and young people, in public and in school libraries. In addition to the 
bibliographic information, THe Book ist annotation endeavors to describe for the 
librarian the character of the book and the age for which it is most suitable. But 
the full flavor of a children’s book cannot be conveyed in fifty or sixty words any 
more than can that of an adult book. There are many angles of approach, and 
in order to do justice to the originality, careful research, and good writing that 
are characteristics of authorship in this field, the longer review is necessary. Also, 
it takes more than a line to discuss the illustrations, typography, layout, and bind- 
ing of the present-day book for children. 
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Careful analysis and discriminating appraisal built on long experience and wide 
knowledge of the subject are factors that must enter into the reviewing of chil. 
dren’s books if these books are to be recognized as a part of current literature. 
All too little space has been available for such reviewing. It is, therefore, a matter 
of gratification to note the return of The Three Owls to print. Their Notebook 
will be a special feature of the Horn Book throughout the coming year, beginning 
with the November-December issue. 

It is also a pleasure to direct attention to the publication early in November of 
Five Years of Children’s Books. This is a supplement to Realms of Gold and is 
being published by Doubleday at $3.50. Librarians will welcome this as they did 
Realms of Gold. It is not only of interest to them personally; it offers information 
about books and authors in such a manner as to make it most acceptable to the 
general public concerned with literature for children.
